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Remove the Discrimination 


Certain statements of fact contained in the recent decision by the 
Board of Railway Commissioners upon the application of the railways of 
Canada for largely increased freight, pass¢nger and sleeping car rates call 
for serious consideration by the people of this country. The facts referred 
to are of vital concern to the people of the West, and they must be the 
active agents in forcing attention to them with a view to reform, but they 
are, in a broad national sense, matters of importance to the East as well 
as to the West. 


It is not the intention of this article to discuss the metits of the case 
for increased rates; that is a matter to be decided in the light of costs of 
operaion, wages paid, and\costs of material used which the Railway Com- 
mission is well qualified to. judge for itself.’ Apparently the Commis- 
sioners were thoroughly convincgd that increased rates were fully justi- 
fied and indeed a necessity if the railways were to be efficiently main fained. 

But in granting increased rates the Railway Commissioh authorized a 
40 per cent. increase in Eastérn Canada and a 35 per cent increase in 
Western Canada. In explanation of this difference between the East and 
the West, the Commissioners, in their judgment, pointed out that the, exist- 
ing rates were from 13 to 18 per cent. higher in West than in the East and 
they, therefore, atithorized a five per cent. smaller advance in the West 
than in the East in order to partly remove the discrimination against the 
West which it was thus frankly admitted existed. 

The action of the Commissioners was right so far as it went, but it did 
not go far enough, If discrimination against the citizens of any one’ sec- 
tion of this Dominion exists it is the duty of the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners, as a national body, to proceed to order the removal of that dis- 
crimination. One of the reasons for the creation of the Railway Commis- 
sion was to put an end to discrimination rates in Canada and to see that 
even-handed justice was aceorded to all. ia 


The failure of duty on the part of the Railway Commission is all the 
more marked and inexcusable because in this same judgment it is also 
frankly admitted that costs of railway operation pér ton or per car~mile 
are lower in the West than in the East. If there is any justification 
whatever for a national administrative body to sanction. discriminatory 
rates, then the lower rates should apply in the West where costs of-opera- 
tion are lower, than that the East should enjoy the lower rates where the 
costs of Sppralide are’ higher. . 


We hear a great deal these days in the nature of appeals to the Cana- 
dian people to develop a natiomal spirit. They are urged, and rightly so, 
to think nationally rather than Provincially; to View national questions, 
problems and policies in a big way as they affect the whole country, rather 
than from a narrow and selfish sectional standpoint.” The East and West 
are urged to get together, and emphasis is laid on the necessity of closing 
the gap which unfortunately exists in sentiment and upon economic issues 
between the manufacturing and financial East and the agricultural West. 

uch appeals are all right and quite legitimate. } must be frankly 
recognized that the best intereSts of Canada demand the creation of a truly 
national spirit and sentiment in order to promote the sound and’ rapid de- 
velopment of the Dominion. . Such a spirit is absolutely essential to the 
making of a real nation, But“nothing is to be gained by shutting our eyes 
to the fact that inculcation of national sentiments is not possible so long 
as the people of one-half of the country are made to suffer loss because of 
unfair discriminatien enforced against them by a national body which is 
supposed to know neither east nor west in the discharge of its administra- 
tive functions and powers. : P 

If a’ Federal Government Commission admits that discrimination is 
practised against one section of the Dominion, and it sanctions that dis- 
crimination, it is proceeding along a course which makes for disfinion and 
effectively kills the movement for the development of a broad and sound 
national spirit, The inevitable effect-of such action is to arouse a spirit 
of antagonism in the West against the East, and to give force to a renewal 
of the old demand for the division: of the Railway Commission into two 
sections, one for the East and one for the West—something that is the 
reverse of national. aa 

The feeling prevailing in the West that many Easfern people and in- 
terests look upon the West as a cow’to be milked fo& their benefit, and 
that they have about as much regard for the West as they would have for 
a cow, is not allayed but increased when-a fiational body like the Board of 
Railway Commissioners authorize the perpetuation of discriminatory rail- 
way rates against the West—a discrimination which by their own judgment 
they show to be uncalled fot upon any economic grounds and, therefore, 
rankly unjyst. and unfair. ae 

In the interests, not of the West alone, but of all Canada in order that a 
real national spirit anda sense of natiorlhood may bé developed, this dis- 
crimination should be removed once and forever. It is the duty of Parlia- 
ment to amend the Railway Act, if necessary, specifically forbidding any

Con- 
stable Valk A. P. P. complemented 
the men on the way they worked 
and claims it: would have been a 
much more serious affair if they had 
not worked like trojans. The consta- 
ble was certainly a busy man for a 
time ordering and rounding all the 
stragglers out to the fire.. The dam- 
age which was mostly to hay and 
fence posts, with a number of tele- 
phone poles, also a hay sweep and 
buck rake, should be compensated 
by the C. P. R. Co. also the men 
who fought the fire should receive 
a remuneration from the company. 
The above mentioned fire had not 
been put out completely on Thurs- 
day although men were left on guard 
practically all night, for Friday 
morning the fire bell rang loudly 
and a bunch rushed out to the scene 
once more and soon had it under 
way for fair.

Had A Picturesque Exhibit 


A Vivid Portrayal of the Beauties of 
Canadian Rockies. 


The Canadian National-Grand 
Trunk Railways this year combined 
to make one of the most striking dis- 


plays in his history of the Canadian 
National Exhibition. The exhibit, 
which occupied two of the three main 
sections of the railway building, gave 


a new vision of the extent and re- 
sources of the Dominion. 


One of the sections was devoted to 
a vivid-portrayal of the beauties of 
the Canadian Rockies at the point 
where the peaks reach their greatest 
heights. The grandeur of the Yel- 
lowhead Pass and its’ surrounding 
peaks was shown on a scale commen- 
surate with the magnitude _of the 
great mountain chain| The visitor 
stands under the shadow of a giant 
cedar, the branches of which arch 
over the whole of the ceiling. At 
his feet are the Maligne Falls and the 
turbulent silver stream of the Maligne 
River, threading its way among the 
foothills. In the background is a 
panorama 100 feet in length, of the 
magnificent mountains in Jasper Na-; 
tional Park and Mount Robson Park, 
the two great scenic reserves through 
which the Canadian National and the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railways make 
their way to the Pacific Coast. 
Mount Edith Cavell, the beautiful 
‘peak named by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment in memory of the martyr 
nurse, is in the centre of the pan- 
orama, and is supported by Mounts 
Geikie, Fitzwilliam, Pyramid, Roche 
de Smet and Roche Mictte, with the 
massive Mount Robson, the monarch 
of the Canadian Rockies, looming up 
in the distance. 

The atmosphere of Canada’s moun- 
tain world was retained in a wonder- 
ful way, and it was difficult for the 
observer to realize that he was not 
viewing the scene from some favor- 
able vantage point in the Rocky 
Mountains. The system of lighting 
was arranged to give, in various per- 
iods of the day, the effects seen 
among the mountains at sunrise, 
noonday and evening. 


In the second section of thé exhibit 
the working the Canadian Govern- 
ment marine was featured in connec- 
tion with the great network of rail-+} 
way lines that is now known as the 
Canadian National system. Adding 
a graphic touch to this display, the 
ships of Canada’s merchant marine 
were seen flashing actual wireless 
messages, and these were picked up 
in turn by no fewer than’ 43 wireless 
messages. In order to make this 
possible the Marconi Company ~ in- 
stalled an aerial system above the 
railway building to receive messages 
fgom_all points, these being handled 
by an operator housed.in an exact re- 
plica of a steamship’s wireless cabin 

Simultaneously the messages were 
spelled out in Morse by a wonderful 
system of miniature

less telephony, Expert engineers 
were on hand to explain in full a 
working of the various forms of ap- 
paratus. 

The Canadian Government depart- 
ment of marine also assisted in mak- 
ing the Canadian National exhibit 
complete, ‘and showed a remarkable 
series of aids to navigation, including 
large révolving lighthouse lanterns 
and beacon lights, fog horns, etc.’ 

Emphasis was also placed in the 
exhibit on the opportunities awaiting 
the settler along the lines of the Can- 
adian National Railways, the whole 
display being excellently planned and 
carried out on a high scale of excel- 
lence.

MEIGHEN SPEAKS AT GRANBY. 


Believes Farmers’ Party Has Joined 
Hands With Malcontents and 


Restless Elements. 

Granby, Que.—Addressing a large 
audience in the open air here, Pre- 
micr Meighen once more treated of 
the tariff question and largely reiter- 
ated his ‘announcement of the pre- 
vious evetting. At the outset he ex- 
plained that he was not making any 
attack on the sitting member for the 
constituency of Shefford, George 
Boivin, who, beirrg deputy speaker, 
“was outside of politics, but he wanted 


to address them as_ citizens in 
Canada. : 
Mr. Meighen reiterated the pre- 


vious statement as to the policy of 
the Government in prosecuting the 
war and the subsequent policy in the 
re-construction period. - As far as he 
was concerned, he abided by what 
had been donc, with the problgm of 
conscription, during the war, and the 
re-establishing of soldiers having 
been solved, the Government was 
now facing another issue, that of the 
tariff. Of this question the Govern- 
ment was being challenged, although 


FRihe people had decided on it three or 


four times already. The Premicr 

proceeded to show how the Farmers’ 
party was committed to free Arade, 
angst the strength of that organi- 
zatwMt was enhanced by the undoubt- 
ed fact that it had joined hands with 

“and dragged behind it, all the mal- 
contents and restless elements of the 
country. 

“T do not say that the leaders of 
the Farmers’ party, much less their 
followers, want to overturn represen- 
tative government,” said the 
mier, “but I do say that those with 
whom they have aligned themselves, 
as for ‘instance, the Winnipeg and 
Vancouver seditionists, had as their 


goal the upsetting of the system of. 


government in’ Canada. They almost 
achieved success in these efforts and, 


consequently, I say the addition of 


the group to the Farmers’ party con- 


stitutes the party which is the mosf 


formidable’ antagonist of the present 
administration.” 


Mr. Mceighen went on to demon- 


trate how Canada suffered from an 
adverse trade balance with the Unit- 
ed States, and argued strongly for a 
tariff, protective of industries and 
Canadian workmen. He emphasized 
the increasing industrial importance 
of this province, which, he said, was 
rivalled only by Ontario and not sur- 
passed by that province.

Ottawa.—The re-installation of the 
transfer track at Conquest, Sask., be- 
tween the lines of the Canadian Paci- 
fic and the Canadian National Rail- 
ways, is ordered by the Railway Com- 
mission in a judgment -written by 
Commissioner J, G., Rutherford and 
concurred in by the other members of 
the board. The work is to be com- 
| pleted not later than November 1 of 
this year, On the understanding that 
in the event of. the situation being 
later relieved by the linking up of the 
Canadian National lines with the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Regina and Riv- 
erhurst subdivision, the-matter may 
again be brought before the. board.

FUEL SITUATION 
IS IMPROVING 
SAYS CARVELL 


IS NO NEED TO WORRY. 


Daily Imports From U.S. Have Re- 
cently More- Than 


Trebled. 

Ottawa.—Much of the worrying 
which is being done with regard to 
Canada’s fucl supply for the coming 
winter is needless. That is the view 
of Hon. F. B. Carvell, chairman of 
the Board of Railway Commissioners, 
under whose control coal imports 
and exports were placed by the Do- 
minion “Goyernment during last ses- 
sion. 

During the period from April 1 to 
September 15, 1920, Eastern Canada 
imported 114,658 fewer tons of an- 
thracite, but 1,852,065 more tons of 
bituminous coal than in the same 
period of last year, and as conditions 
on the other side of the international 
boundary are improving, so the im- 
ports of coal are increasing. 

Since the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners took charge of the fuel 
situation, the imports daily have been 
more than trebled.

The world has no place to-day for 
the uneducated man or woman, neith-

er is there any excuse for those who} work, or your steam tractor refuse to 


have not had some schooling. Schools 
of various conditions and kinds sur- 
round us on every side, In the vari- 
ous cities of Canada first class night 
schools are run regularly during the 
winter months, which are opened to 
boys and girls alike, while in the 
country, there are’ technical schools, 
where boys and girls are taught 
everything needful to enable them to 
make a success of life, 

In 1914, the Province of Alber:a 
liad established — at Vermillion, 
Claresholm and  Olds—provincial 
schools of agriculture; to-day there 
are four; to-morrow there will be six,

This Year's Wheat Yield Estimated 
at 289,000,000 Bushels. 

The Dominion Government esti- 
mates that the yield of wheat in the 
three prairie provinces this year will 
be 289,000,000 bushels as compared 
With 193,000,000 ‘bushels in 1919. It 
is also estifMated that the total yield 


642,000,000 and of,flax about 8,000,000 
bushels, 


Manitoba's yield of wheat is esti- 
mated at 40,305,000 bushels; Saskat- 
chewan’s, 136,880,000; and Alberta’s, 
82,972,000, _ The Manitoba yield is a 
decline of about half. a million 
bushels, but Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta and the east are up abopt 48,- 
000,000 bushels, 

Alberta will have the largest crop 
in the history of the province, The 
total wheat crop in 1915 was 60,000,- 
000 bilshels valued at $50,000,000, In 
1919 the yield was 34,575,000, valued 
at $63,349,000. The latest federal 
official estimate of this year’s crop is 
82,972,000, which, taken at say, $2.60 
a bushel, will bring Alberta farmers 
the huge sum of $125,727,200, This 
means,*in other words, that the 
bumper yield of 1915, will, this year, 
be increased over four-fold in mone- 
tary value, assuming that ‘ approxi- 
mately the present price of wheat 
holds. 

Returns from threshing in West- 
ern Canada give proof that the grain 
this year is grading much higher than 
has been the case for a number of 
seasons past, ‘This is one of the fac- 
tors which will render the western 
crop much more valuable than usual 
and will constitute surprises for a 
great many farmers who eatclicr in 
the season thought that the outcome 
of this year would be very unsatisfac- 
tory. ; 

-Frost cither in the . concluding 
weeks of August or at the beginning 
of September have been a prolific 
source of reduced grades in the past, 
The northern parts of the provinces 
and the greater part of the west has 
been fortunately free from frosts at a 
season when-serious damage could pe 
inflicted on the grain, ©The circum- 
stance means many thousands of dol- 
lars more for the farmers of Western 
Canada. At the prevailing price of 
wheat this would mean about six hun- 
dred million dollars distributed 
among the population of the three 
western provinces for wheat alone. 
When to this the very substantial 
sum is added the sum which must be 
produced for othef grains, root crops, 
livestock and poultry, it must be con- 
cluded that the prairie provinces are 
doing their share in the production of 
wealth for the Dominioii.

Over 2,500,000 Bushels Grain in 


Northern Alberta, 


Between two million five hundred 
thousand and three million bushels 
will be the total yield of all grains 
in the country north of Edmonton, 
including the farming territories 
along the line of the Edmonton, Dun- 
vegan and British Columbia, and the 
Alberta and Great Waterways line, 
according to estimates prepared by 
railway authorities. 

The whole will be of an excep- 
tionally high standard in regard to 
quality, and railway officials antici-

To develop in the members of the 
community the art of living together 
in the spirit of the golden rule is the 
high ideal of the. community club 
movement in Canada, Excluding 
anything suggestive of sectionalism 
or sectarianism; this organization, 
though yet in the first stages of 
growth, lias been of inestimable bene- 
fit to the citizens of every commun- 
ity in which a branch has been estab- 
lished, especially in rural districts, 
Through the inoculation of its aims 
and ideals a spirit of co-operation has 
been formed among the many and 
varied institutions 
tricts which has resulted in the pres- 
ervation of the community centre, the 
sharing of community tasks, and the 
betterment of community conditions, 


The_ inception of the community 
club idea in Manitoba was spontan- 
eous, and there are already existent 
in, the province thirty-four organiza- 
tions in a flourishing condition. The 
work of the clubs has been. of especial 
benefit in the rural districts, where 
the isolation and lack of social inter- 
course so often accompanying the 
days of early settlement have been 
largely offset by the workings of the 


of countty dis-: 


clubs, and the hardships which often, 
accompany pioneering have been con- 
sidérably anicliorated, 


But its work in the older settled 
sections is immense and of wide 
scope. 6 help improve living con- 
ditions, to make life more wholesome, 
more attractiv re, and more complete— 
this hagi¢been, and is, the chief aim 
of the community club in the farm- 
ing districts,.

Industrial Growth of West 


Just Beginning to Realize-the Poten- 
~ tial Wealth of the Prairie 
Provinces. 

Industrial development in Western 
Canada is proceeding at a rate little 
appreciated by people generally, The 
provincial governments in the prairie 
Provinces are realizing as never be- 
fore the potentialities of their natural 
resources. To-day there are more 
than 700 members of the’ Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association located 
west of the Great Lakes, whereas 
twenty years ago theré was not one. 
There are 208 factories in-actual oper- 
ation in Alberta giving employment 
to 3,171 people. In Saskatchewan, 
1918, there were 1,422 manufacturing 
establishinents with a capital of $39,- 
476,260, employing 8,188 persons and 
distributing in, wages and salaries in 
that year 8,496,050. The known min- 
eral resources of Saskatchewan in- 
clude natural gas, sodium sulphate, 
sodium chloride, salts and potash, 
coal, clay, gold and petroleum, The 
fisheries resources of the prairie prov- 
inces represent a potential asset of 
great value and are awaiting develop- 
ment, It is estimated that a rail- 
way built to Meadow Lake would 
bring out at least 300 carloads of fish 
from the northern lakes of Saskat- 
chewan each season, A crew of four 
fishermen last year caught 300,000 
pounds of whitefish in Buffalo Lake 
alone. Buffalo Lake is only one of 
the many smaller lakes in the north- 
ern part of’ Saskatchewan, 


Good Crops in B. C. 


Crop of Hay Yielded Five Tons to 
Acre,~_ 

Heavy spring rains and. beneficient 
sunshine in July and August have 
coaxed from the fertile soil of British 
Columbia, and especially Lulu Island, 
one of the best crops garnered in 
years, 

A Vancouver report states that 
near Bridgeport and Sixsmith there 
may be seen some of the finest crops 
ever grown anywhere, Near Brans- 
comb is an oat field where the binder 
could only cut half a swath, the grain 
being so high and heavy that a full 
cut choked the machine and the 
Sheayes would not go thtough. © This 
field will yield well over 140 bushels 
to the acre, Wheat in the’ same 
vicinity should thresh 60 bushels, 
while several of the barley, hay and 
rye crops would turn an experimenial 
farm expert green with envy. Reeve 
Bridge, of Richmond, boasts a crop 
of hay this season which makes 
other records look.small. From 36 
acres, 180 tons were cut, or an aver- 
age of five tons per acre, At $30 
a ton this looks like $5,400,

Alberta’s 


Agricultural Resources Greater Than 
Those of France and Germany 
Combined. 

When the problem of separation of 
oil from the oil sands lying to the 
north of Edmonton, Alberta, has been 
solved oil in sufficient quantities to 
supply the world for six hundred 
years will be released. This opinion 
was expressed by Dr. H. M. Tory, 
principal of the University of Alberta, 
in. the course’ of an address before 
the Calgary Board of Trade recently. 
Dr. Téry stated that a meinber of the 
faculty of the university had been 
working on the problem of separation 
for ten days and that if he continued 
to make progress as rapidly as he 
had done hitherto, the problem would 
be solved in six weeks. The oil 
fields north of Edmonton, the presi« 
dent of the university believed, con- 
tain the greatest body of oil tavbe 
found in the world, Speaking 
some of the other Alberta resources, 
he stated that the coal fields within a 
tadius of fifty miles of Calgary are 
adequate to supply the chemical in- 
dustry of the whole of Canada. 

“The agricultural resources of Al- 
berta are greater than those of France 
and Germany combined,” said. Dr, 
Tory, “and Germany, before the war, 
was producing ninety per cent. of her 
own food requirements for 60,000,000 
people from her own soil. That a 
province possessed of such resources 
should have found it necessary last 
year to import food for stock seems 
unbelievable, It is to be hoped that 
such a necessity will never occur in 
the future in Alberta.” 

At the present time there are less 
than a million people in Alberta 
whose resources are sufficient to sup- 
port a hundred times as many.
